THE YUKON, 


Capt. Wm. Moore, who has contract- 
ed with the government to take three 
mails into the Yukon this year has just 
returned from his first trip and in the 
course of an interview he gave the 
following particulars to the Vancouver 
World : 

At Forty Mile, William Ogilvie, C. 
E., whose extensive explorations in the 
north particularly fitted him for the 
task, has been surveying for the Do- 
minion government to mark out the 
boundary line of Canada and Alaska 
between the Forty Mile country and 
Sixty Mile. The result of Mr. Ogilvie’s 
work during the winter has been that 
he has found that there is more of the 
district in Canadian territory than has 
previously been thought Mr. Ogilvie 
was waiting orders from the depart- 
ment at Ottawa, and it was expscted 
that the- American surveyors would 
soon meet him to verify his surveys, 
The detachment of Northwest mounted 
police at Fort Cudahy, under Inspec- 
tor Constantine, are, inCaptain Moore’s 
opinion, doing good work. Were it 
not for them much harm would be done 
to the Indians by whiskey beiug sup- 
plied to them. The mounted police, in 

all numbering 20, have got along ad- 
mirably and harmoniously ~ with the 
miners, and are making various im- 
proverients at their little frontier post. 
inspector Constantine is liked and _re- 
spected by the miners for the tact and 
jastice with which he carries out his 
duties as a magistrate. 

Captain Moore having made up the 
return mail, started home on June 26th 
and as he knew from the large amount 
of snow that the Louis River would be 
too high for a boat to make headway 
up stream until the middle of July, he 
decided to ccme out by the Yukon so 
as to get the mails away as quickiy as 
possible. 

He left Circle city on June 30 in an 
open boat, travelling night and day.

IMPORTANT DECISION. 


Calgary Herald report: The appeals 
from the court of revision of the Innis- 
fail school district were heard and dis- 
posed of yesterday by Mr. Justice Scott 
at the court house here. 

The most important was that of 
Bouchier & Company, respecting the 
assessment of 150 lots in what is 
known as the Murray townsite survey, 
west of the C-& E. railroad track, 
Innisfail. 


The assesor in the first place assessed 
these lots at $22 each and duly return- 
ed his roll, sworn to as required by the 
school ordinance. The trustees after- 
wards, without any notice to the 
owners, raised their assessment to $35 
per lot, which amount was afterwards 
reduced by the court of revision tu $30. 
Bourchier & Company appealed from 
this to the judge, who, after hearing 
the evidence of Messrs. P. Bourchier, 
W. ©. Bourchier and G. W. West for 
the appellants, and Messrs. Simpson, 
Fream and Ross, for the trustees, re- 
duced the assessment to $10 per lot, 
making the total assessment $1,500 in- 
stead of $4,500. 

During the hearing of this appeal 
the judge ruled that as under section 
108 of the school ordinanee, “real and 
personal property shall be estimated at 
their actual cash value, as would be 
appraised in payment of a just debt 
from a solvent debtor,” although he 
would receive evidence as to the value 
of adjoining lots in order to ascertain 
the value of the lots in question, he 
could not take evidence as to what 
amount the adjoining lots had been as- 
sessed at. He could not on this appeal

Some 
miscreant during the night cut off the tops 
of several young trees that grew along the 
side of the rcad leading out of the main 
gate and also cut up a ericket net belonging 
to the cricket club, and paid for ouv of the 
canteen funds. 


These outrages were committed presum- 
ably by one of the men on picquet that 
night, as one of the trees cut was close to 
the guard room, and suspicion points to one 
particular man, but wecessary proof is 
wanting. 

The members of the force generally sta- 
tioned there were exceedingly hurt that 
such an ovcurrence should happen, and if 
the culprit is found I fancy he will get 
short shrift. The rumour, as published m 
the paper, I consider as a malicious endeav- 
or to besmirch the reputation of the Prince 
Albert police.
